“The late Mr. Johnson cime to 
Hong Kong at the early age of 23 
and in 1907 was admitted a Solici- 
tor of this Court. He entered the 
firmof Messrs. Dennys and Bowley 
and subsequently became the head 
of that. firm ‘and whilst in thar 
capacity often acted vas Crown 
Solicitor, 

» When: Messrs. Dennys and 
Bowley amalgamated with Messrs. 
Hastings he became a partner in 
the new firm and up to the time 
of his death he was a partner in 
the” present firm of Messrs. Hast- 
ings and Co. In 1917, Mr, Johnson 
Joined the Colours and saw service 
in India and at the conclusion of. 


hostilities he returried to the Co-: 


lony and resumed his practice. of 
the law. 


KEEN SPORT 


» “Mr: Johnson's activitles were 
not confined to his profession. He 
took a prominent’ part in the social 
life of tne Colony. and was a past 
President ofS: George's Society 
and.was on the Committee of _ 
Hong- Kong Club. He also iden 
fied himself with the sporting 

0x Hong Kong and took a keen aE 
terest in racing and golf. 

“AS a new-comer to the Colony I 
had not the privilege. of knowing 
the deceased gentleman intimate- 
ly; my intercourse. with him was, 
unfortunately, confined to official 
| matters, but it was sufficient to en- 
able me to realise that he com- 
‘bined a sense of humour with an 
acute mind which always tends to 
lighten business dealings. 

“Mr. Johnson was one of the 
Jeading solicitors of this Colony 
and I am sure his loss will be deep- 
iy felt by both branches of the.

FISH MARKET MAY: BE 
REMOVED

Condemned after 41 years of 
service, the Central "Market 
between Des, Voeux and 
Queen's Roads is soon to be 
demolished and replaced by a 
modern structure. : 

When a coolle was injured ii"the | 
market during the week by a fall- 
ing piece of corrugated iron, atten- 
tion was drawn to the dilapidated 
condition of sectlons of the mar- 
ket’ This was. followed /by itne 
collapse a few days later‘ of part 
or the first’ floor. 

Examination revealed grave ” 
structural. defects -and that 
most of the concrete had dis- 
integrated, " 

When builders decided that 1t 
was doubtful {f repairs, which 
would he very costly, would be 
worth the expense, the "Govern- 
ment decided to demolish the pre- 
sent bullding as soon as possible. 
,While plans for’the new structure 
are belng drawn, steps are being 
taken to prevent further collapses. 

$500,000 COST 

Plans are already in hand for 
the new building, “It will Probably 
be of three storeys with the ground, 
floor opening on to Des Voeux 
Road and the first floor on the 
Queen's Road level. Lifts may 
possibly be Installed. 

Cost of the new building is esti- 
mated at $500,000. ~ 

It is possible too that: the 
fish section of the market will 
be removed to a site’. nearer 
the Praya. . 


When the present bullding was 


erected {n 1895, Des Voeux Road. 


was actually the waterfront where 


the Canton boats berthed and the, 


fish trom the river had to be car- 
tied only across the Toad to the 
market, " 

Reclamatibn however has sent 
the market much farther away 
from the wharf and it ts possible 
that ‘the fish market will be built 
on the Praya further east than 
the present market. 

Another reason for the possible 
transfer of the fish section ts tne 
sometimes offensive odour arising 
from the Central Market.

States’ And China 


: Glasgow, June 3. 

“Account a by delegates of the ae 
tivity of Leagee of Nations socie

A Canadian delegate deseribed 
how the Csnadian society has in 
the past three years quadrupled its 
‘subscribing membership, aud gave 
an account of the methods, includ- 
ing — broadcasting, courses for 
school children, and — courses ‘ in 
League of Nations work for tea- 
thers, and a. continually | inereas- 
ing number of public meetings, by 
which this expansion ig being 
carried on. a 

AMERICAN OPINION 

A Turkish member of Parlia- 
ment, M, Ahmet Tokgoz, spoke of 
the work of the Turkish society to 
improve cultural relations with 
Europe, and: added, “Without coll- 
vctive Security we cannot conceive | 
that the worll can’ continue “to 
Jexist.” *A delegate from the United 
States spoke of sharp fluctuations 
of opinion which the League of i 
Nations Soviety) there found as the 
League succeeded or failed; .when 
the League first attacked the; 
Ethiopian dispute lost year it was,

CONGRESS IN FAR EAST? 

The most, striking report was 
made for the Chinese delegation by 
Mr Liu Kai, who, speaking in ex- 
cellent English, suggested that the 
federation sbould in the near 
future , consider. holding its , con- 
xress in a Far Eastern town. This, 
he contended, would be o valuable: 
contact hetween East and West. 
The Chinese, League of Nations 
Union had a’ history as long as the / 
League itself, he said. 

Having at first been o smal] band , 
of intellectuals influential but ex 
clusive, it hal’ two years ago moved 
its headquarters to. Nanking, and 
had sine organised og a nation- 
wide movement.
